for penetrating the stratosphere with 
rockets and obtainirg samples of the at- 
mosphere at levels between 25 and 60 miles 
above the surface of the earth, are designed 
to make weather predictions more accurate 
and radio disturbances less confusing.

British Unearth 
Gigantic Frauds 
By Nazis in War 


HEADQUARTERS, BRITISH 
ARMY OF THE RHINE (Reu- 
ter)+-Special Investigation 
officers in the British zone of 
yermany have discovered evi 
dence of two colossal financial | 
swindles carried out by Germany 
in occupied. Europe during the 
war 

An inquiry into the affairs of 
the firm of Otto Wolff, one of 
the biggest steel-making con 
cerns in Germany, disclosed 
transactions which disrupted the 
financial structures of many 
European countries 

Prewar Germany paid for 
goods abroad in blocked marks 
which, after the fall of France 
were bought. back from _ the 
French by Wolff at a cheap 
price. French firms, unable to 
realize their blocked credits, 
were induced to part with 160, 
000,000 marks in exchange: for 
occupation francs worth 53,000,- 
000 marks, 

Germany gained a profit of 
nearly 110,000,000 marks, of 
which Wolff received nearly 2,- 
500,000 marks as commission. 

The occupation francs cost the 
German state no more than the 
paper on which they were 
printed and the whole deal 
amounted to the actual wiping 
out of credits without cost 

The secofia swindle was even 
more blatant Seeking foreign 
exchange to buy war materials 
in neutral countries, Wolff ob- 
tained quantities of the currency 
of occupied countries, paying for 
it with occupation currency cost- 
ing the Germans nothing. 

The currency thus obtained 
was sold in Stockholm and Bern, | 
About 50,000,000 marks’ worth 
of marketable securities were 
bought up with eccupation cur 
rency. 

Sales traced so far in Switzer- 
land amount to only 12,000,000 
marks and the remainder may 
stilt be somewhere in neutral 
countries. 

Otto Wolff died in 1940
